Tours Campus 


During the week of November 
6-9, the school hosted 25 guests 
from schools throughout Virginia. 
They visited classrooms, talked 
to bus drivers, and students, to 
get an idea of how the school was 
run. 

It was all the result of Self 
Study. Mrs. Linda Fore and Mrs. 
Rebecca Stanley were co- 
chairpersons of the program. A 
self-study is done every 10 years 
in order to receive funds from the 
Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools. During the first year 
of the study, the school examines 
its departments, school buildings, 
offices, bus system, and related 
areas, and makes an analysis of 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
the school. 

Mrs. Fore emphasized that stu- 
dents did not realize what a good 
school this is. She said, ‘“‘FCHS 
compares very well with others I 
have seen.” 

All the teachers worked on the 
self-study project at one time or 
another. In fact, the faculty spent 
over 68,500 collective hours on 
the study last year alone. That 
only included time spent at 
school, not the hours spent at 


home. 

The committee visited class- 
rooms and talked to students. 
Students also conducted tours. 
The committee was treated to 
performances by drama stu- 
dents, choirs, and bands. 

Mrs. Stanley explained that 
the committee was visiting to 
make commendations and rec- 
ommendations. In the next few 
years, the recommendation will 
be put into effect. This process is 
a follow-up to last year’s studies. 
In 1995, the committee will visit 
again to check progress. 

The review went well and the 
school was approved. The com- 
mittee confirmed what had al- 
ready been said such as the 
school was and is one of the 
finest in the district. The only two 
things they found in need of im- 
provement were the after-school 
traffic problems on Pell Avenue 
and the lack of handicap ramps 
or elevators in vocational for the 
disabled students that attend the 
school. Now students may rest 
assured that when they recieve 
their diploma it will be accepted 
by colleges everywhere.

The 1990-91 school 
year could have been 
dubbed the ‘“‘year of 
change.’’ Everywhere one 
tured they found change, 
one change in particular 
that gained a great deal of 
attention was the new at- 
tendance policy. 

This new policy stated 
that any student who had 
more than six unexcused 
absences in a nine weeks 
or more than 12 unex- 
cused absences in a 
school year would receive 
a “69” for that marking pe- 
riod. However, if the stu- 
dent’s true grade was be- 
low a 69 they would 
receive the true grade. 

Mrs. Judy Angle com- 
mented, “I feel the new 
policy will get rid of some

of the loopholes we've had 
in old policies.”’ 

The change in policies 
brought about many sub- 
sequent changes, such as 
the change of the blue slip. 
A blue slip had to be de- 
signed because the policy 
re-defined what was ex- 
cused or unexcused. A 
court appearance, death 
in the immediate family, 
illness documented by 
doctor, medical or dental 
appointment with docu- 
mentation, and several 
other reasons were con- 
sidered excused. 

The reason given by ad- 
ministration for this new 
policy was the strong re- 
lationship exists between 
student attendance and 
success in school because 
attendance increases the 
opportunity for learning to 
occur.
